Leisons the Soldieir !• T«n*ht In 


Learning Bow to Shoot. 


The soldier is taught that the bullet 


travels through the air in a curved line 
called.the trajectory, and that three 
forces act upon' it—first, the exploded 
charge, tending to driv.j it forward in 
a straight line along the line of fire; 
second, the force of gravity, and, third, 
the air resistance. At 200 yards, owing 
to these forces, the bullet, traveling at 
the rate of 2,000 feet a second, will 
bave fallen about two feet. In the ex- 
citement of firing at close quarters the 
aim will invariably be too high. 


It has been calculated that when the 


enemy approaches within 350 yards the 
coldiers will instinctively fire as much 
as two feet or three feet above their 
heads. Now, it has been found 'by ex- 
periment that the fact of fixing bay- 
onets will cause the bullet to drop a 
distance of about 2% feet in 850 yards, 
and therefore when about this distance 
from the enemy soldiers are instructed 
to fix bayonets, in order to counteract 
the excessive elevation of their aim. 


The recruit learns that the mean ex- 


treme range of the bullet is 8,500 yards, 
and that the longest shot ever observed 
was 8,760 yards. He is taught the pene- 
trating power of his weapon, a subject 
full of interest. To take one or two ex- 
amples, rammed earth gives less pro- 
tection than loose; bullets easily find 
their way through joints of walls, while 
a concentrated fire of about 150 rounds 
at 200 yards will breach a nine inch 
brick wall. 


Only experience can teach a soldier 


how much he must aim to the right or 
left of his mark to counteract the force 
of the wind. A side wind has more 
effect on the flight of the bullet than a 
wind blowing directly toward tbe firer. 
The soldier must learn the habits of his 
rifle, since some shoot higher or lower 
than others. 
Every rifle, like every 


marksman, has its own individuality.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

The United 
States' forces landed on that island 
under a solemn declaration to releave 
the people of Cuba and not to acquire 
territory. 


While we are not under any obliga- 


tion respecting our course in the 
Philippines. The duty is no lesa bind- 
ng tbttt free government and free in- 
stitutions be given by us to the Fili- 
pinos and the people will see that the 
work required is done to make a full 
preformance 
of that duty by the 


United States. Subject to the views 
Kiven in late issues of the JOURNAL it. 
will favor expansion as it has favored 
it since the question was presented for 
settlement. 


IN SIERRAN DEPTHS 


GOVERNMENT FOB THIS FILIPINOS. 


How shall tho principle that repre- 


sents government by tbe consent of 
the governed be applied to the Philip 
pines? It should be understood that 
AguioalJo and those in league with 
him in rebellion are not all the peo- 
ple in the Poilippme islands, la fact, 
they are a vary Bmall part of tbe peo- 
ple. These men are in opposition to 
tbe authority of tbe United Btdtes io 
the islanda and have tbe means to 
intimidate tbe body of tbe inhabitants 
of the country madw up from the isl- 
ands. 


While Aguinaldo is in rebellion and 


at war no expression that CdU be re- 
liable of a desire respecting a form of 
government by the people oan be mhde. 
From what has passed since the Uuiled 
States has had soveieiguty over tbe 
islands, it is ascertained that cruel 
means have been applied to keep tbe 
people obedient to the will of Agui- 
naldo and the power that is termed 
government by the leaders of the re- 
bellion against United States sovereign 
authority, which is a condition that 
will prevent any fair expression by the 
people of tbeir wishes respecting the 
form of government they would like to 
have. 


Tbe causes now operating against 


an; expression by the people upon 
government will have to be removed 
before uuything can 
be done tbat 


would indicate tbe will of tbe Hlipinos 
upon the cbaractsrof government they 
would favor. No expression of opinion 
as things are at this time would be 
reliable, and to make an attempt to 
gather from the people any expression 
would be futile. 


It will become necessary, when the 


rebellion is pat down and Aguinaldo 
and those with him in authority are 
deprived of power, to bold the country 
in such a way tbat tbe people will be 
secure in their persons and property 
against the lawless. A conviction of 
absolute security from Interference by 
those who are at this time ruling the 
country through military oppression 
that causes fear, must be given to tbe 
people by tbe United States before it 
will be learned in a reliable manner 
what tbe convictions and desires of tbe 
people are regarding tbeir future. 


During the time that the people are 


being convinced that absolute security 
to tbeir free action has been secured 
to them aud thai future protection, 
through the rule of law, will be tbeir 
inheritance under tbe liberal adminis- 
tration of government by United States 
authority. Education in matters of 
government will be diffused by their 
participation in affairs tbat will lead 
to a kuowledge of self government, and 
to a knowledge of tbe mild sway of 
liberal institutions supported aiid ad- 
ministered by a humane people to tbeir 
advantage and in their interest. The 
law of kiuduess suppjrtert by justice 
will do the required work of recoucili 
atiou to liberal institutions adminis- 
tered by themselves, aud when they 
are sufficiently informed upon self- 
government to rule themselves io an 
intelligent way by tbe proper admin- 
istration of the laws of tbe country, it 
will not be neeessnry to put the ques- 
tion: Sball tbe United States contin- 
tiune its tovern authority over the 
islands and tba people thereon, ex 
oapt it may be m a formal way to give 
character to freedom and free govern- 
ment. 


Should the freedom of the people be 


respected 
as it should be in a free 


country and free institution protected 
as they will be under federal direction, 
When the time is full for an expression 
by tbe Filipinos upon the relation tbey 
desire the United States to sustain to 
the islands there will he a unanimous 
expression in favor of retention. The 
truth will bp, should tbe United States 
propose to pass over to the people of 
tbe islands full sovereign power it will 
not be received by tbein. The opposi- 
tion of Agniualdo is not of the people. 


The contention is included in tbe 


ambition of the leaders of the rebellion 
to rule the people of tba islands after 
tbe mauner of eastern potentates in 
half civil zed countries. 


The puople of the islands know very 


little about free institutions or self- 
government and the work that is re- 
quired to maintain and administer 
them is unknown to the body of Fili- 
pinos and because of these facts self- 
government and the maiutainauce of 
free institutions under 
the rule of 


Aguinaldo and others of his kind 
would be impossible and for these 
reasons it will be necessary that educa- 
tion be given to the people in all tbat 
pertains to government by the penple. 


It will require time to give to tbe 


Filipinos a knowledge that will be 
necwary to Secure and maintain free
